Ye US faith the Lord God, even, the Lord God of Life, of Heaven 
end Earth, by Wh:m the Wirld was made, -I am wearied with your 
,wickedneſſe, and unſpeakable Abominations, I am oppreſſed under it, as a 
Cart is over preſſed with ſheaves, my ſoule is loaded, and burthened, and 
my ſpirit is dayly wexed and greived with | continuall tranſgreſſions, 
again my pure Light of Life in you, which lets yuu ſee theſe Abominations 
tothe evill : how long will you provoke me to. jeloufie ? how long will you 
-., harden your hearts as in the day of ſlaughter, nuriſhing up your ſelves and 
**. one another in your Abominable rebellion aad wickedneſſ, when will you ceaſe - 
"*. to do evill ? when will you conſider your latter end ? how long will you delight 
in that which my endleſs judgments. and feirce indignation is again/t, wooe 

to the Crown of pride, which reignes in this place, and tv the Drunkards of 
England .of all ſorts, wooe to all you ungodly, whoremongers, wanton, 
=. whores, pl, is your portion, and _ ſporters, rioters, fidlers, 
aud lr you are worſe unto me then Sodom and Gomorah ſaith the 
Lord God, and my vengence_ like a beaſome of fire ſhall ſweep you into e« 
verlaſting Torment, where you ſhall be plagued without end, yee fruitleſſe 
trees, you cilmber the ground, yee thiſtle and thorny Children of wrath and 
darkpeſſe, my dreadfull power is agait you, which will overturn, root up, 
and utterly conſume you off the face of the Earth, this is your portion from 

my hand for ever except you ſpeedily repent. 

Alſo grve ear and hearkgn unto the Word of the Lord, which is to thee, 
who art in the cheife Authority in this Citty, and you who are in the higheſt 
places ( outwardly ) in this Nation, thus faith the Lord God of Hoſts to you z 
feare and brad my pure powerfyll name, and take heed to your wayes, 
words, and attions, ( is it not for you to love the'good and hate the evill ) 
and love that in you, which lets you ſee ſin and evill in your own perticulars, 
in your own conſciences that you by it may be guided and ordered, and have 
dominion in my righteous power over the Relbly lufts in your own ſelves, which 
wars 4gain/t the mmoytall ſoule : ſo you will come to Rule well (in the bu- 
mility ind authority of my pure ſpirit, in which you will be worthy of double 
bongur, «ud be kept out of the fearful, Abomimable and hipocriticall jtave 
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which all the wicked are in, not able to trul# one another in the Karthy: 
Therefore come forth of evill, to the light, and be obedient to the power that 
moves again fin, ant live in it, that yur own ſalvation may be wrought 
out With tear an1 trembling, that you may be a terror to the evitl doer, with= 
out reſpedt of perſons, places, or things, au1 that you may bo a praiſe to them 
that doe well, an1 bs n» longer deceived with dreames, but awake to righ- 
teouſneſſe, while you have yet time, and (ee hyp you (tand in the dreadull 
preſence of the Alinighty God, who is commg to Que'tion with you, and to call 
you to an account, of yy wayes, an1 places, an1 governments, how you 
have fullfilled and anſwered bis will by your obe1icnce, in ſuppreſſing,plucks 
ing up, and cutting down (by the ſword of jutice and judgment ) all that 
which offends the pure, meeke, righteous, power full Spirit of the Lamb of God, 
which is without guile, to whome pride is abomination, in whoſe pure.power- 
full aame of life, I warn ym all, to conſider how, with, in, and for what, 
and whom, you Rule, lea't you proceed on in the darke pathes of them, wha 
(before you ) have tumbled, fallen, and been broken to peeces, for the dread- 
full, terrible, and mighty power of the Lord God of Life is gone forth as a 
whirlwind of fire to ſcatter the proud, and all that live ungodly, and it ſhall 
come to as that the oppreſſor ſhall be oppreſſed, and the proud ſnall be a= 
baſed, and the drunkard ſhall thir/t, and the wanton and careleſſe ones (hall 
watle, lament, and howle, and the luitfull, envirus, and wrathfull, ſhall burs 
in the conſuming fire of my wrath ſaith the Lord God, and if you repent not 
ſpeedily, Ninive, Tire, aud Sidon, Sodom, ax4 Gomorah, and the 
Beaſts of the field, will riſe up iz judgment again't you, and will condemne 
this Abominable ſiafull and adulterous Generating. 

Therefore great things dve the Lord God require of you that be in preat 
places, and authority in the earth, you ſhould Rule in the meaſure of God 
(which moves again t ſin in the heart of man) for God, in his ſeed, in his 
pure feare, .in true zeale, in the life of truth, therefore look about you, and 
ſee what (ate this Citty ani Nation # in, under your government, and 
ſearch diligently by G45 witneſſe in you, whether the Lord God of truth and 
righteonſneſſe be not ariſen again't the Abominations thereof, in his deſpiſed 
Sons an4 Daughters in theſe yorir dayes, and this teſtimony T bare for the Lord 
Gol, (in whoſe power I/tand a witneſſe again't all your ungodly deeds and 
ations, both in ywr Church, /tate, and all other affaires which is contrary to 
truth, equity and righteouſneſſe ) you are warned of him at this day, as true 
as ever Pharoah, the o!4 JYorld, Ninive, or Sodom was, Therefore you 
that be in Authority come down to the feet of him that ſeekes not his own 
honour, but the honour that cometh from God only,. that you may be exalted 
and enthroned by bim.to whim every knee ſhall bow ; and remember the =— 
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of Ninive, what be did, when # was warned by the ſame unchangable 
God as you have been, and ſee whether this be a time, or day, to ſay, let us ' 
eat, drinke, and be merry, and take our fill of pleaſures in the Iu(t of darks 
neſſe and ignorance, while ſome of the ſervants of the living God, goe in 
ſackcloth, and ſome have gone naked amongft this generation, as ſignes 
and wonders upon you, but ſuch as live in darkneſſe cannot diſcern then, 
any farther then the {ace of the Earth or Skie. 

Therefore come forth of thick darkneſſe, and conſider, whether the King 
of Ninive woul4 have ſuffered ſuch Curſed Abominations to be afted in that 
Citty (who had but one warning ), as you have in yours (who have had many 
warnings ) even open Revellings, Rioting, Drunkenneſſe, Shews, Plays, and 
ſeverall kinds of prophane and ungodly works and wayes, which Gods Soule 
oaths, who will viſit for theſe things. ; 

Would not the Kirg of Ninive bare witneſs agdinſt your faſt deys,andbuniti> 
ation days, and ſay it is all faigned, bipscritical and abomineble, and decei.full, 
whe can ſuffer ( or tolerate) curſed revelings,popet»plying which occoſions peoples 
minds to be drawn furtber from tbe witneſſe of God'in them, even to the mur» 
thering of the juſt, (whoſe blood cryes for vengeance upon you Rulers and 
Teachers, )and to ſuffer drunkenneſſezrioting and dancing like the prince of devits 
formed into many ſh:pes, in men and women in your ftreets- or Gitty, take beed 
bow you ſuffer thefe things to be any more, 1 warn you from the Lord God, for bis 
ſonle loaths ſuch doings, and will be avenged on ſuch a Nation as this, and the 
Lord Gid batb a controverfie with you, that. be the leaders, teachers and go« 
vernours of this people, and be will plead with you concerning theſe things, and 
you ſhall know that be ſearcheth the brart, «nd wil reward ever) man according to 
bis deeds, from whoſe preſence you cannot fly : therefore conſider your wayes and 
your doings 3 will you faſt, pray, bang down the bead for a day, and profeſſe and 
ralke of God and Chriſt with your montbs and never obey bis voice, (which calls 
for truth, righteouſneſſe, mercy and judgement,) for this is bs voice or word in 
You, which ſaith ceaſe to dee evill, and doe ſo no more le:ſt a worſe thing come ap» 
on thee, and put away tbe.evill of your doings from before mine eyes,” (the light 
is the eye, which lets you (ee the ſin) and wil you oppreſſe and wrong 1he innocent, 
which reproves the ungodly that be may not dye in bis ſut, and yet cab upon God 
with your lips, wbo will puniſh and breake in peeces the oppreſſor and bis beritage 
by bis mighty power. | 

Therefore beare an1 underſtand that which reproves you for ſing. and ts it be 
obedient, leaft you periſh from the way of life and peace for ever 3. for of the 
Lord God am I moved 10 warne you al, to cleare my conſcience of you, and bim of 
_ Jour blood, whoſe witneſſe in you will be anſwered, whether you bear or forbeare. . 
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Therefore? come to the light, and ſez what is done? in your goverment, and in 
'the time of yuur authority and rule, in this C itt y,whatdivilliſh reveling,ſinging, 
rioting, drunkneſſe, (wearing, wantonneſſe, and all manner of ungodly pratiiſes is 
commit ted within your goverment openly, which greives the ſpirit of God, and the 
ſoule of the righteous to bear and ſee theſe abominations 3; what would become 0 
this Nation or Gitty if the Lord God bad not & cboſen ſeed in it, to bare witnefſe 
againſt the evill thereof ? confider theſe things, for with you God will plead, who 
bave the power in your bands to ſubdue and cruſh under theſe abeminations, if you 
are not guilty of the ſame things your ſelves,and lovers of, and found in the ſame 
or ſuch things your own ſelves, if you are, you bave not the true power and authe» 
Tity to reftraine it in others : this is from the Lord Gad ts you all 3 

Therefore come out of pride, pleaſures, coveteouſneſs, wratb,and wantonneſſes 
end all ungodlineſſe your own ſelves, and then you will feele the mighty power of 
God affiſting you,and giveing you dominion, enabling you to deſtroy it in others, 
here you may come to rule for God in truth equity and judgement in the principle 
of God, ſo being redeemed out of the evil your ſelves, you wil be a terror and a 
dread to evil doers in yout places of goverment ; but if you walk contrary 10 the 
ruth of God in your ownparticulars, and [o give liberty to tbe abeminable pra 
Biſes and inventions of the divell, in bis children of derkneſſe, and canſe the 

innocent to ſuffer, and greive the pure fpirit of God 3 if you ſhould not come to 

feele the burthen of theſe things but be bardened, andproceed 01 in tolerating the 

wicked and oppreſſing the juſt, the Lord Gods (who is no reſpefler of perſons) will 

deftroy you as be bath many, and your ls1 and portion will be the ſame, and be wil 

chyuſe « people to bimſelfe, in whome bis feare and love is placed, which loves righ- 

teouſneſſe and bates iniquity, and their thrown ſhall be eftabliſhed for ever,but the 

name and memorial of the ungodly ſhall utterly periſh, ſaith the Lord Ged Ai- 
mMighty. 

This is written in obedience to the living God, whoſe powerfull vozce cryed _ 

through me, againſt the abominations of this Citty ( the next day after 

Your faft and bumiliation) ſaying, write anto the Mayor, and to the Go- 

vernours of this place and Nation, that they may once more be warned to 

repent, and reſtrain theſe abominations, and that thoſe among them who 

take warning may eſcape my everlaſting judgements : |
